* St. Paul’ $ Cathedral: 


Saving Edifice From Encroachments 
Of Modern Commercialism 

Considerable progress has been 
made during recent weeks with a 
scheme for surrounding St. Paul's 
Cathedral with a “sacred area” with- 
in which no deep excavations would 
be allowed which might endanger 
the shallow foundations of the build- 
ing. 

Such a scheme was first proposed 
in 1912, but nothing much came of 
on behalf of the Cathedral authorities 
on behalf of the athedral authorities, 
‘sent a letter to the Lord Mayor in- 
viting the corporation to help in pro- 
tecting the cathedral. 

The matter was referred to a 
special committee of the corporation, 
and they have been helped by a re- 
port on the subsoil and foundations 
of the cathedral, drawn up after over 
two yéars’ investigation, by Sir Alex- 
ander Gibb and Mr. Ralph Freeman. 
The report was accompanied by a 
model showing the underground con- 
dition of the city from Bouverie 
Street (a turning off Fleet Street) to 
the Bank of England. 

The special committee have. re- 
cently been drafting a Bill in which 
it is hoped parliament will establish 
the controlled area. Though the de- 
tails of the bill are not yet avail- 
able, it is expected that it will be 
submitted to the House of Commons 
in November. and. become law next 
spring.

‘News From The: Capital 
By T. B. Windross ; 


Edmonton, Alta., Oct. 16.—Perhaps 
the most important news as far as 
| Edmonton is concerned is that con- 
; cerning the success of a new method 
of separating the bituminous products 
from the McMurray tar sands, an- 
nouncement of which came Saturday 
from Toronto. Experiments have been 
| finally completely successful and the 
fact will open up a rich field of nat- 
ural resources to industry. The ben- 
efit will not only accrue to Edmonton 
but to the whole of the province indir- 
ectly. 

The new process will Siew sufficient 
oil available to supply- the British Em- 

| pire and the important fact is that it 

will make the empire independent of 
foreign supplies of crude oil. A meth- 
od of treating the McMurray sands, 
invented by Max Ball of Denver, pro- 
mises to solve the problem of separat- 
ing the oil from the sands. 

Deposits of oil sands at the north- 
ern area covers 15,000 square miles 
and varies in depth from 150 to 220 
feet. Analysis of samples has shown 
15 to 18 per cent bituminous material. 

s s 

Much interest has been aroused 
here by the recent announcement in 
‘the press from Ottawa that Canada 
has reached a tentative agreement 
with the United States to permit com- 
mercial and military aeroplanes’ to 
cross western Canada and use Can- 
adian airports in connection with the 
projected air service from the U. S. 
to the Orient and Alaska. 

Edmonton has one of the finest air- 
ports on’ the continent and it will be 
one of the ports of all for the new 
Pan American air service when it 
starts. There is some doubt express- 
ed in some quarters as to what would 
happen should war break out between 
the United States and Japan. Would 
the airports in Canada used by Amer- 
ican airships in times of peace be us- 
ed in case of war? That is the ques- 
tion confronting many people. It .is 
indicated, however, that the question 
of neutrality in case of war is being 
thoroughly canvassed and that the 
Canadian government will not enter 
into any permanent agreement that 
will endanger the peace and goodwill 
of Canada‘ with other countries. No 
permenent agreement has been reach- 
ed yet.
